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Callao. There are 10 artesian wells in Callao, with an average depth 
of about 500 feet. 

The following cases of plague, from September 11 to 20, inclusive, 
have been reported to me by the director de salubridad: 
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The situation in Valparaiso is said to be improving, possibly from 1 
natural causes. Plague and smallpox continue to be reported from 
Antofagasta. 

Certificates of vaccination issued. 

Thirty-three certificates of vaccination were issued by this office 
during the month of August, 1905, and 8 certificates were issued stat- 
ing that the bearers thereof had been recently successfully vaccinated.

Gibraltar. — Week ended September 3 and two weeks ended Octo- 
ber 1, 1905.

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Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended September 23, 
1905, correspond to an annual rate of 13.8 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 15,609,377. 

Bradford. — Two weeks ended September 23, 1905. Estimated popu- 
lation, 286,799. Total number of deaths, 151, including diphtheria 2, 
enteric fever 1, scarlet fever 3, and 9 from tuberculosis. 

London. — One thousand one hundred and ninety-five deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 7, scarlet fever 6, diph- 
theria 11, whooping cough 14, enteric fever 4, and 113 from diarrhea. 
The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 13.3 per 
1,000. In Greater London 1,655 deaths were registered. In the 
"outer ring" the deaths included 5 from diphtheria, 1 from scarlet 
fever, 1 from whooping cough, and 21 from diarrhea. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended September 23, 1905, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 15.8 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,093,959. The lowest rate was recorded in Lisburn r 
viz, 4.5, and the highest in Lurgan, viz, 26.6 per 1,000. In Dublin and 
suburbs 137 deaths were registered, including enteric fever 2, whoop- 
ing cough 1, and 36 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. —The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended September 23, 1905, correspond to an annual rate of 13.5 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,749,917.
